In ltkCl the first Bible printed la 
America was published in Cambridge. 
It was unlawful to print an Kngltah 
version of the Scripture*, that right be¬ 
ing a monopoly enjoyed by prlvllega 
and patent In England. Tbe one print¬ 
ed In MsKaachuaetts waa Eliot's fa¬ 
mous “Indian Bible.” and. although 
1,600 copies were struck off. they are 
quite rare and “sealed books," as tbe 
tongue In which they are written la lit¬ 
erally a “dead language," the tribe and 
all who had a knowledge of tbe dia¬ 
lect being long extinct. 

Eliot's work la unique, being at once 
a monument to hla piety, perseverance 
and learning. Its literary successor 
l Newman’s “Concordance of tbe 
Scriptures.” Tbla waa complied by tbe 
light of pine knots In a log cabin In 
one of tbe frontier settlements of Mas¬ 
sachusetts. It was the first of Ita kind 
and for more than a century was ad¬ 
mitted to be tbe most perfect, bolding
